ear. These records; Mr. Cuyler add- 


ed, were not achieved by the ,rail- 
roads alone, but with the aid of 
shippers in unloading cars and with 
“the Gay and night, rain or shine, 
work of hundreds of fhousands of 
employes.” 

The Railway Executive associa- 
tion chairman referred in his re- 
view to reports that the railroads 
plan to ask for further increases in 
rates, and in that connection said: 

Deoesn’t Expect: Rate Raise. 

“T know of no movement on the 
part of the railroads. for a general 
increase in rates, nor do I expect 
any. It ie true that the railroad 
companies are not yet receiving 
from the increased rates anything 
like the 6 per cent return needed. 
But the railway executives realize 
that they are trustees of a great 
public intérest in the reduction of 


railroad operating expense& to the 


lowest possible figure, and every 
effort will be made during the com- 
ing yeax to accomplish this by fur-

Mystery In Death 
Of‘Monk’ Eastman, 
Gangster and Hero 


New York Policeman 
Finds the Shot-Riddled 
Body of Ex-Gang Lead- 
er Honored for Splendid 
War Record. — a?

New York, December 26.—“Monk”’ 
Eastman ,once leader of a notorious 
gang that terrorized the lower. east 
side, a cdnvicted felon, but restored 
to citizenship as a reward for hero- 
ism as a soldier in the great war. 
was slain shortly before daybreak 
by “someone unknown.” | 

Eastman’s body. bearing five bul- 
let wounds, was found by a police- 
man at the corner of Fourteenth 
street and Fourth avenue. Nearby, 
on the steps of a subway entrance, 
lay arevolver with five empty 
shells. 

In the dead man’s pockets were 
$140, a watch and chain, and a 
Christmas card. The presence of 
the valuables indicated to the po- 
lice that the killing of Eastman 
probably was not part of the pre- 
vailing crime wave, but the result 
of a vendetta. 

Lurid Career. 

Eastman, whose right name was 
William Delaney, had a youthful ca- 
reer that was lurid even for under- 
world annals. The son of a wealthy 
and indulgent parents, he choose as 
his companions the gangsters of the 
one-time toughest .district in New 
York, near Fourteenth street and

Eastmin gang was composed of 


gunmen, burglars and drug addicts, 
and the police claiméd to have trac- 


ed a score of murder mysteries te 
the zone in which the gangsters 
operated.

disposing of stolen goods. 

The last time Eastman appeared 
on police records was in 1916 when 


he was arrested, pleaded guilty to

Given to Public 


» Resulted in-Much Good 


Count y—Considered a 
Joke at First. 


Albany, Ga., December 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The faith of a man whom 
the raillery of friepds and the scoff- 
ing of a great many others could 
not discourage will be recalled to 
the minds of many Georgians next 


artesian well bored in Georgia, with 
a quarter of an acre of ground sur- 
rounding it, will be formally pre- 
sented to Dougherty county by the 
heirs of the late John P. Fort. 

It was in 1881 that Colonel Fort 
began work on an artesian well on 
kis Hickory Level plantation in the 
extreme western part of Dougherty 
county. He had bought the place, 
embracing more than 4,000 acres, 
but. a short time before and believ- 
ed, from his study of the geology 
of the section, that there were wa- 
ter-bearing strata several hundred 
feet below the surface from which 
inexhaustible supplies of the purest 
water could be drawn. 

 MRender Public, Service. 

The health of the people in this 
section of Georgia had long suffered 
as the result of their drinking cis- 
tern and surface-well water, and 
Colonel Fort believed he would ren- 
der a splendid public service by 
demonstrating that water of abso- 
lute purity was within easy reach. 
But his prediction that the well he 
was boring would yield a steady 
flow of water, and that it would 
rise above the surface without the 
aid of a pump, was laughed at. 
Some of the natives were frankly 
incredulous, others thought “the 
well that would do its own pump- 
ing’ was the best joke of the year, 
and only a few agreed with Colo- 
nel Fort that there was a reason- 
able proa&pect that his project would 
‘succeed. | 

It. was a costly experiment Colo- 
ne] Fort was making. Roads be- 
tween Albany and the Hickory Level 
place wére bad, the equipment used 
in boring the well was rather crude 


tions of the work. But one day a 
messenger rode into Albany with 
the news that the drill in the Hick- 
ory Level well had broken into 
water-bearing rock, and that the 
well was flowing a steady stream of 
the finest water anybody in south 
‘Georgia had ever drunk. 
Water at 600 Feet. . 

The news was true. Water had 

been struck at a depth-of 600 feet, 


and. about 10 gallons a minute was 
pouring from the upper section of 


e plantation to view what 
wus regarded as a miracle. Predie- 
tions were made that the water soon 
would stop flowing, but nothing of 
the sort happened. Nor in the near- 
ly forty years that have passed 
sincé this first well was bored in 
Georgia has its flow Ceased for a 
moment. though other wells sunk in 
later years: bave gone dry and been 
forgotten. The wells from which 
Albatiy has for many years obtained 


} ite water supply are 800 to 1,300 feet 


deep, but the little .600-foot well on 
the Hickory Level place still brings 
ite. crystal treasure to the surface, 
to bless the whole neighborhood. 
The flow-is not large, but it is am- 
ple. Recently new casing was plac- 
ed in the well, and when the heirs 
of Colonel! Fort sold the place not 
long ago they reserved the quarter 
of an re of ground in the center 
of which is the well.

Harry Stillwell Edwards, of Macon, 
a lifelong friend of Colonel Fort, 
will present the well to Dougherty 
county as the gift of Mrs. Fort and 
her children, and H. T. McIntosh, of 
Albany, will accept it for the board 
of county commissioners.

My Dear Colleague: I am in Tre- 
eeipt of a letter from Masonic lodge, 
Evening Star, No. 64, F. & A. M., 
Darlington, Wis., a° copy of which 
is enclosefl herewith, concerning the 
return of a Masonic apron and re- 
galia which was found lying upon 
a etreet in Atlanta, Ga., after its 
capture by General Sherman in 1864. 

The finder being an ardent Ma- 
son, and realizing that unless cared 
for, the apron and regalia would 
be destroyed, carried it to his tent, 
where he kept it until the federal 
troops were about to move south. 
when he sent it home, and later pre- 
sented it to his own lodge. 

The apron and regalia are beau- 
tifully and expensively made. The 
only evidence we have or any clue 
that may lead to the discovery of 
the former owner, or the Todge of 
which he was a member, is the man- 
ufacturer’e tag pasted on the apron. 
This tee reads as follows: ' 

“~ KE. CG. Mitchenor, manufactur- 
er of Masonic regalias,: Sheltonville, 
Forsyth County, Georgia.” 

The following names are printed 
below the above heading:

Prices generally are on the de- 
cline; business generally is read- 
justing itself, in orderly fashion, 
to a normal peace-time level. 
’ After awhile, the process com- 


_ pleted, the commerce of the coun- 


try will again be on a stable basis 
and universal prosperity will be 
the order of the day. 

But everybody must admit that 
in the existing price schedules, 
particularly those governing food 
products of the farm, there is an 
unwholesome, and apparently un- 
necessary, disparity between the 
prices paid to producer and those 
paid by the consumer. 

A day or two ago, for example, 
dressed turkeys were retailing in 
Atlanta at 60 cents a pound, while 
at the same time, according to a 
news dispatch from Moultrie, Ga., 
“turkeys alive and fresh from the 
barnyard” were “bringing 30 cents 
a pound” to the farmer. 

What was done to those turkeys 
between barnyard and butcher's 
block that doubled their value? 

Again, to quote further from the 
Moultrie dispatch—Moultrie, by

Change His Methods 


Editor Constitution: The poor 
farmer has worked twelve months 
and now in place of receiving any- 
thing is having his home and stock 
and everything taken from him. It 
makes me think of how the south 
was treated after the civil war 
when Sherman and his army came 
through, after they had killed thou- 
sands of the best men, and took all 
of the provisions, stock, etc., and 
left the widows and children with- 
out food, or even a shelter to stick 
their heads under, having burned 
their homes. But Mr. Farmer, I 
ask who is to blame? If we will 
hold our cotton until May and not 
buy one bag of fertilizer, the cot- 
ton we have on hand will advance 
enough to make a profit, together 
with another ten million-bale crop 
tor next year. Or if the farmer 
would plant eatable crops on just 
what he can fertilize, and three or 
four acres to the horse in cotton, he 
would get pay for his labor, as the 
speculators would see that he meant 
buSiness.

bushel will pay double the amount 
for seed in less than ninety days. 
fo, as I am a farmer myself, I will 
say that of all fools, the farmer is 
the biggest. 

There is one more way the farmer 
could succeed. If Mr. Wanamaker 
could form a company with not less 
than $150,000,000 and buy and ship 
cotton, and not have any dealin 

with the speculators, with a capita 
stock of that amount he could han- 
dle them. The farmer has always 
said what he was going to do when 
in reality he has never done any- 
thing. 

The speculators in Wall street, 
New York and Liverpool, ogg to 
who, I am sure, would not know 
a stalk of cotton from a bat, if they 
were to drive along a field and see 
it growing. have always told Mr. 
Southern Farmer what his cotton 
was worth and Mr. Farmer has been 
obedient in taking the speculators’ 
prices. While the speculators have 
grown to be multi-millionaires and 
the farmers have grown to be pau- 
pore and will continue to be such as 
ong as they plant big crops of cot- 
ton and buy big bills of fertilizer.

HEALTH I8 A FUNNY THING. 

Health is a funny thing, really. 
If you’ve got it you keep quietly 
chuckling to yourself all the time— 
something tickles you inside. 

I made some allusion to this de- 
lightful sensation that goes with 
health plus in one of my talks, and 
some sad lady took me severely to 
task for it. She told me it was 
most unbecoming of me and bDe- 
trayed a very selfish nature, and 
furthermore it was cruel and wick- 
edeof me to crow and chuckle over 
my fine health, and so many thou- 
sands of people with. such poor 
health that they would give al- 


most anything for one short day of 
relief. 


Do you suppose they have sepa- 
rate compartments in heaven, and 
assign entrants to their proper 
compartments? I hope so. I want 
to go to that section of heaven 
where a fellow can be glad he’s 
happy. I hope they won’t make 
any mistake and put me in with 
the angels whose happiness is 
spoiled by the knowledge that 
some other angels may not be so 
happy as they. Rgther than that 
I'd prefer to go to the devil. From 
what I’ve seen of him this latter 
citizen of the hereafter seems to 
be a cheerful fellow, at any rate.

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Cause, Effect and Remedy 
For Negro Migration 


Editor Constitution: A southern 
writer has told some plain truths 
about the negro problem which will 
interest all thoughtful southerners. 

“Negro Migration” is the latest 
word on,.that shifting of black folk 
from south to north and from farm 
to city, which has so severly hand- 
icapped planters, mill owners and 
landlords in recent years. 

Mr. Thomas. Jackson 
whose special study of the 
migration of 1916-1917 was publish- 


W oofter, 


ed by the United States Department 
of labor, has treated this subject in 
a manner so that “all who run may 
read” with profit, in his new book 


negro 


recently printed by W. D. Gray, 
publisher, New York City. For the 
southern planter and landlord whose 
cotton was unpicked, and whose 
land was unworked during the great 
exodus of black folk to the north, 
in 1916-1917, or who still bemoans 
the instability of negro labor, Mr. 
Woofter’Ss “Negro Migration” will 
prove a handbook of immediate in- 
terest and value. The northern 
manufacturer who makes increasing 
use of negro labor from the south 
will also find this little volume well 
worth his study. 

Why the negro left his home in 
the south: how he fares in factory 
and city at the north; what share 
higher wages and what share race 
feeling and grievances play in such 


shifting of negro population. Mr. 
Woofter’s book has, to a large de- 
gree disclosed in a manner both 
readable and able. Years of study 
on this peculiar problem have giv- 
en the writer a position of unques- 
itioned authority. No landowners fa- 
miliar with the tenant system of 
the south, can read Mr. Woofter’s | 
keen analysis of the respective mer- 
its of share cropping, share rent- 
ing and cash rent, without knowl- 
edge that the writer is no mere 
theorist. 

With his intimate knowledge of 
southern rural life, and the condi- 
tion of the negro In the country and 


city, the author of “Negro Migra- 
tion” has skillfully disclosed cer- 
tain economic causes ofthe present 
unrest and shifting of negro popu- 
lation, while he has also stated the 
causes of unrest among negroes, 
which comes under the head of 
“treatment,” and for which he sug- 
gests some specific and immediate 
remedies. While the book discloses 
amazing progress by the negro in 
land ownership, education and In- 
dustrial skill, the author gives 
warning that disastrous migrations 
of the south’s chief labor forces are 
not due alone to ecenomic pressure, 
but in a la~ge part’to other caueses 
which our colored population have 
come to regard as grievances, 


Among several constructive reme- 
dies for a state of mind which is 


increasingly prevalent among the 
colored people of the southern 
states, Mr. Woofter has praised the 
recent and successful organization 
of committees in the counties of the 
south, by the southern inter-racial 
committee.

The first step towards accomplish- 
ing this is the foundation of a com- 
munity committee, such as has been 
formed in the south by tne southern 
inter-racial committee. These com- 
mittees are composed of white and 
colored: leaders who can trust one 
another, and who meet and work 
together on the problems involving 
race relations. These men not only 
are able to avoid inter-racial dis- 
cord, but are in a position to for- 
ward constructive programs by 
modifying them so as to more near- 
ly fit the needs of the colored popu- 
Mition, and by arousing the interest 
of the colored population in their 
execution.

Of Darde, Shepherd Sculptor 


“Paul Darde, the Shepherd Sculp- 
tor, and the Evolution of French 
Art,” will be the subject of the lec- 
ture to be given by Gaston Riou 
the official lecturer of the Alliance 
Francaise on Thursday, December 
30 at 3:30 o’clock in the auditorium 
of Marist college. 

Gaston Riou, who is sent to the 
United States and Canada by the 
French government, is a writer of 
great talent. His two famous 
books, “Aux Ecoutes dé la France 
Qdi Vient” and “The Journal d’ un 
Simple Soldat,” have been trans- 
lated in English, in Spanish, in 
Swedish. The first named, written 
in 1913, has made a sensation in 
France, and has been the subject of 
much discussion in political and lit- 
erary circles in Germany. Karl 
Lamprecht, the great Pangermanist 
historian, has made speeches on 
that book in Dresden. 

The well-known journalist, Maxi- 
milian Harden, wrote in The 
ZuKunst that the publication of 
such a book was an evident proof 
that France was not the decadent 
nation that Germany pretended that 
country to be, and that Germany 
would have to reckon with that 
new ardent generation to which the 
young author belonged. 

The book was written a few 
months before the great war. The 
heroes of the battle of the Marne 
and those of Verdun have verified 
the statements contained in that re- 
markable book. 

Vital Interest. 

The subject of Mr. Riou's lecture 
will be of vita] interest to all lovers 
of art, for he will speak of one of 
the greatest artists that France 
ever produced. Paul Darde, the 
shepherd sculptor of the Covennes 
mountains, who, at the age of 28, 
has been awarded the highest hon- 
ors which are in the power of 
France to offer to genius. 

Paul Darde’s life-story is like a 
fairy tale. While he tended his 
flocks he carved some of his mas- 
terpieces with a pick-axe. Great 
crowds have flocked to the salon to 
see his two masterpieces, “The 
Eternal Pain” _ “The Faun,” etc. 

The lecture is free to all mem- 
bers. The public will be admitted 
with a small fee at the door. 

Several young ladies—pupils of 
Mme. Spiker—will dance and pose 
in tableau vivants, contributing to 
the success of that fete. 

The Shepherd-Sculptor. 

The national prize for sculpture 
in France has teen lately awarded 
by the French government to a 
young man of 28 years, whose life- 
story is like a fairy tale. 

Paul Darde is the name of this 
man. He is working at present in 
a studio in Paris provided by the 
government and once used by Au- 
guste Rodin. Not since the days of 
Rodin has a French sculptor cre- 
ated such a sensation. Great crowds 
have flocked to the salon to see 
a two masterpieces, “Eternal 

ain’ ‘and “The Faun.” The first 
named has been bought by the gov- 
ernment for permanent preserva- 
tion in the Luxembourg gallery. 
The other will be placed in the 
Park at Versailles. 

His Early Life. 


Darde began his life as a shep- 
herd boy in the Cevennes moun- 
tains. While he tended his flocks 
he cut with a jack-knife the fig- 
ures of animals and men in the soft 
gypsum of the region. A happy 
chance in 1908 brought his work to 
the notice of Max Theron, art pro- 
fessor at the Lycee of Lodeve, who 
wrote to Armand Dayot, editor of 
“L’Art et les Artistes,” calling his 
attention to the undeniable talent 
of the young shepherd. “Greedy to 
learn and possessed of the demon 
art.” M. Dayot was deeply impress- 
ed by the boy’s work, and gave him 
a chance to pursue his studies in 
the Montpellier School of Art. 

Military Service. 

When a little later Darde entered 
military service as a sapper in the 
engineering corps, he was fortunate 
in finding a sympathetic command- 
ing officer. who, like Dayot, en- 
couraged him to develop his gifts. 
From the army he passed to the 
Paris School of Yine Arte. 

- A friend helped him to visit Ita'v,

went with a light heart and a light- 
er purse. He has written of this 
period: “What more could I wish? 
I really did have to tighten my 
belt to make a visit to Michael-

ratiroad car to economize my hotel 
bill.

On his return to Paris, Darde 
sought out Auguste Rodin in his 
studio and worked with him for a 
while. But the great master and 
the shepherd boy could not agree, 
and after a fortnight parted abh-

The War. 

Then came the great war, and 
Darde took his place in the blood 
and mud of the northern trenches. 
His artistic career was checked, but 
not ended. In 1918 he resumed his 
interrupted studies. 

“Darde,” Mr. Sanborn, of The Bos- 
ton Transcript, tells us, “eschews 
clay models, realizing his concep- 
tions directly in stone or marble 
without other preliminary aid than 
a pencil drawing. He carves some 
of his masterpieces with a pick-axe 
and has signed his “Faun” with the 
saucy coquetry of genius ‘Paul 
Darde, tailleur de pierre’ (stone- 
cutter).” 

Paul Darde, at the age of 28, has 
gained the highest honors which are 
in the power of France to offer to 


genius. 
The Faun. 
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Paul Dardé’s “Faun” is a huge ~ 


creation, twice as big as a man. It 
is one of thoge rare productions 
that once seefi will not out of th 
memory. It suffices by itself t 
render its author illustrious. It is 
a marvelous combination of beauty, 
farce, lyricism and the peerless sort 
of humor incarnated in Sir John 
Falstaff. It ts ~t once grotesque 
and graceful, Prement and tem- 
perate, stimulating and yet impas- 
Sive, immutable afd yet rhythmic. 

The “Eternal Pain” makes a dif- 
ferent kind of appeal. It shows a 
beautiful woman’s head enveloped 
in a formidable coil of serpent. 
So perfectly is it scujptured that it 
expresses, without the. slightest 
trace of violence, excruciating, 
everlasting torture. Not a grimace 
mars the cold beauty of the per- 
fectly regular features. Yet the 
very tranquility of the tmage ren- 
ders it the more poignant. Tortures 
and tortured alike are fixed in mar- 
ble for eternity. 

Forever will the reptiles writhe. 
and she be dolorous and fair.

ation and legal restrictions. 

Existing state statutes regulating 
marine insurance represent a pro- 
vincial treatment of an international 
business, the report declares, and 
the adoption of remedial measures 
to put American marine insurance 
on.a par with foreign underwriters 
is advocated. 

Specifically, the report advocates 
enlarging the classes of insurance 
which American marine companies 
may write; authorization of re-in- 
surance with all American compa- 
hies, irrespective of state bound- 
aries; and the removal of existing 
barriers to the entry of American 
companies on foreign fields.

EXPORTS TO SPAIN 
SHOW BIG GAIN

Washington, December 26,—In- 
crease of 240 per cent of American 
exports to Spain from 1914 to 1919 
is noted in a report on the “grow- 
ing importance of the Spanish mar- 
ket” made public by the department 
of commerce. 

The favorable American trade
